stomach and bowel. Since this Is 
such a common disorder—many 
dectors untimate that a fourth of 
al? those suffering, from indiy 
tion are in this group—iman) 
patients become confused and 
fail to understand just what is 
wrong with them. This Is not 
surprising since functional in- 
digestion can cause symptoms 
very similar to thone of -yustric 
ulcer and other truly organic 
disorders. 


Digestive Tract 


This disturbance may affect 
any part of the digestive tract, 
sometimes upsetting tho-stomach 
or the first part of the small 
bowel; sometimes chiefly involy- 


-] ing the large bowel or colon. 


In those ‘cases in which the 
upper part of the gasiro- 
intestinal tract is affected, the 
patient may complain of just 
one symptom, such as heartburn, 
bitter taste in tie mouth, 
belching or discomfort in the 
upper part of the abdomen, 
loss of oppctite or sickness at the 
stomach, In other cases, two 
cr moro of these symptoms may 
be present. : :

A joint conference of 
crug producing and drug 
manufacturing countries hrs 
approved in principle the 
creation of an international 
Opium’ Monopoly, it was 
announced here today. 


The object of ihe monopoly, 
would be to end WWiegal tramc- 
king in opium and to mit the 
use of drugs purely to world 
medical and scientific need. 


The conference was unanl- 
mous that the Monopoly should 
be set up within the frameworl 
ot the United Natlons and 
should be non-profit making.
